Trash Haul Bids 
Before Council 

BY ARTHUR HEWITT 

The City Council this week took under consideration six bids 
for rubbish hauling within the city for the next two years. 

The lowest bid. however, was approximately the same as cur¬ 
rent costs with city trucks and city crews for the once-a-month 
pickup of "burnables." 


All six were taken under con¬ 
sideration pending .a study of 
current city pickup and hauling 
costs. 

Low bidder was Ben Kazar¬ 
ian, operator of the cut and 
cover dump at Duarte to which 
the city now hauls its rubbish. 
His bid was 42 cents per month 
for each of the city’s 2150 resi¬ 
dential water meters and $3.50 
a month for the 50 commercial 
meters (for which pickups are 
more frequent) for out-of-city 
dumping as at present. 

This would amount to $25,- 
992 for the next two years be¬ 
ginning December 1. 

If the city dump should be 
reopened for burning, the 
charge would be 40 cents per 
residential meter and S3.50 for 
commercial. This would total 
$24,840. 

The city now nas $12,050 
budgeted for the current year 
to cover costs of out-of-city 
haulage. It was considerably 
less for hauling to the city 
dump. 

The next closest bidder was 
the partnership of V. L. Mari- 
otti and A. A. Gudidion. They 
bid 60 cents per merer residen¬ 
tial and $2.50 commercial for 
outside hauling and 50 cents 
and $2.50 for inside. 

The highest bid was $1.75 for 
residential meters and $5 for 
commercial, haulage outside 
the city. For inside city dump¬ 
ing, the pickup cost was quot¬ 
ed at $1.50 per residential meter 
and $4.50 per commercial meter. 
Total cost for the two years 
for out of city hauling was $96,- 
300. 

A special Council meeting 
will be held at 9 a. m. Satur¬ 
day morning to decide on the 
bids. The city has the privilege 
of rejecting all of them. 

A. L. Harris, who has had a 
street lighting problem for sev¬ 
eral months, appeared before 
the ity fathers again.

CITY OFFERS DEED ON 
LAND TO STATE FOR FREE SHE 

The proposed Armory for Sierra Madre's National Guard unit 
will probably be constructed on the city-owned "water-land"— 
not on the "Park site." 

This appeared a certainty this week following an inspection 
of the two sites by members of the State Division of Architecture 

and a representative of the Nat¬ 
ional Guard and follow-up ac¬ 
tion by the City Council. 

The hush-hush negotiations 
with the State came out at the 
tail end of Tuesday’s Council 
meeting after a meagre agenda 
had been exhausted and City 
Attorney Tom Reynolds, in soto 
voce, which is one step above 
a mumble, began reading an 
authorization to execute a deed 
for a section of the city land 
to the State for an Armory site. 

The land which will be of¬ 
fered to the State is not the 
same as originally proposed. 
The Council had previously of¬ 
fered the southwest corner of 
the city property variously re¬ 
ferred to as the “dump,” the 
“spreading grounds,” the 
"water land” and “that place.” 

What is now being offered is 
a section 300 feet by 300 feet 
that lies between the Youth Hut 
and well No. 1 pumping hut 
(30 feet east of the former and 
15 feet east of the latter.)

The Council’s plea then was 
carried to “higher ups” and the 
reconsideration resulted. 

No public hearings on the 
proposed deeding of the "water 
land” will be necessary. It was 
required on the Park property 
because it had been deeded to 
the city for park purposes. 

If the deal goes through, and 
it is expected to be completed 
before the end of the year, the 
300’ by 300’ plot will be given 
without charge to the State.

Back in 1932 Aldous Huxley 
wrote a richly inventive satire 
“Brave New World.” Keyed to 
depression days, it attacked 
complacency and indifference, 
delighted a lot of people, irri¬ 
tated others. Since then another 
war has been fought and the 
atom bomb above Hiroshima 
has reduced mankind, accord¬ 
ing to Mr. Huxley, below the 
level of animals. In his latest 
book, "Ape and Essence,” he 
sets out to present us with a 
picture of what American life 

and love may be like in the MIRIAM HOPKINS 

22nd century. 

For a hundred y e ar s the 
world of his tale has laid in 
radioactive ruins. The few sur¬ 
vivors of atomic warfare have 
become so brutalized that any 
resemblance to what we now 
call a human being, is purely 
coincidental. The women bear 
monstrously deformed infants, 
the men slaughter the monsters 
as soon as born, and they live 
mostly by robbing the graves of 
their 20th century ancestors. 

Some passages of the book are 
lighted by Huxleyan humor, 
but one is shocked in its read¬ 
ing; shocked not because of its 
cold horror, but because Mr. 

Huxley wrote it at all. Is he so 
haunted by his own dark fore¬ 
boding at what he believes is 
in store for us all that he can 
feel only resignation to evil? 

All thoughtful men and wom¬ 
en of our time are concerned 
with the future. But concern 
is only part of it—there is 
faith, too, a living, vital faith 
in the significance of human 
life, not in its decline and fall. 

"The Washbournes of Otter- 
ley,” by Humphrey Pakington, 
is a book from another pen! Mr. 

Pakington is content to let 
other writers shock or outrage 
while he goes on turning out 
nostalgic novels symbolic of 
times of security and tradition. 

This last novel is by turns fun¬ 
ny, amusing, touching. He pic¬ 
tures life in Victorian England 
with irony, but always with af¬ 
fection, its absurdities, its dig¬ 
nities, its charm.

Ha said that be was being 
evicted from his present home 
at 536 Ramona avenue but 
could not get permission to 
have utilities connected to his 
proposed temporary quarters. 

The question of temporary 
homes has also plagued the 
Planning Commission, and Mrs. 
May de Wright, Commission 
president, stood up to say, "I 
wish something could be done 
to settle it.” 

City Attorney Thomas A. 
Reynolds said that Birkshire 
couldn’t he prevc nted from 
building r. garage and living 
in it if it conformed to state, 
county and city building code 
standards. 

It would conform, when com¬ 
pleted, Birkshire pointed out, 
except for the fact that it is 
set three feet from the prop¬ 
erty line. This is all right for 
garages but not for houses, he 
was told. 

The Councilmen, sparked by 
Henry Nuetzel, tried to find a 
loophole in the law so that 
Birkshire could move in before 
his eviction date this month. 

Reynolds assured the Coun¬ 
cil that under the law any kind 
of a variance could not be got 
in less than 60 days—and that 
would require “efficient rush¬ 
ing.” 

Everybody wanted to help 
out, but Reynolds assured the 
Council that the ordinance he 
(Reynolds) had drawn up was 
even stronger than the law of 
gravity. 

And even Nuetzel knows that 
moving a house is easier than 
getting around a law. So he 
suggested just that. 

"Why don't you Jack up your 
garage and move it over two 
feet so it's five feet from the 
property line, live in it until 
your house is done and then 
in a couple of months move it 
back?" Nuetzel said 

Birkshire said it was solid¬ 
ly bolted down. 

"Then why don't you move 
in the wall two feet? You could 
do that," Nuetzel said. "You 
could move that back later." 

“Would I have to cut off two 
feet of the roof too?" the peti-
